The Delegation was headed by QCLUKDVSKI (who suicided in 1920 or 
1921) who had aa his secretary, DAVTXJC (who later had a brUliant 
diplomatic career, according to Subject). 

9. At the moment of Subject’s ekrrival, the Russian delegation was 
ostracized by the other foreign repreeentatives and vfas finding 
it difficult to establish even informal, unofficial contacts. 
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Subject therefore hod no euceeee in a direct request for cn entry 
pexult to ftoeeio* During the oonversation idth QGLUXDVSKI^ hovfever^ 
he becoae aware of the situation which existed and offered to 
place the Russian in contact , under discreet circumstances, with 
the Italian klnister DE FRETXS, an old Piedmontese friend. Subject 
arranged for a meeting of the four (DE PRETIS was accoopanied by 
Subject, GOUnCOVSKl and D 1 WTI 4 JI) in a private dining room in one

VJhen they were finished, they each left separately. About fire 
days later DS PBSTXS received a comsunleatioo from hie govemnent 
asking him to use every measure at hie disposal to establish a 
contact with ths head of the Ruesian delegation, it then became 
possible for him to reply jjnnediately that he had forseen this 
desire on the part of his government and had taken the first steps. 

10, Subject secured penolssion to enter Roaeia for his part in 
the affair, karch 1920. He went to petrograd and spent eon* 
siderable time observing life under the new regime. Ostensibly 
he was most interested la the conditions of museums, art collections, 
etc* In fact, hcwsver, he succeeded in establishing contact with 
numerous anti*Bolshevlk elements, such as Count BENGKENDORFF 
(brother of ex*Ru 8 sian ijubassedor at London), Princess DOLGORUKI, 
2 Agr.

grcid for penaissioo to go to liosoow to continue his cultural ob- 
servations. EtXtftEJIOV was - evideatly not impressed for, although 
the pexvission was granted. Subject upon arrival in Moscow found 
that a veiy Intelligent secret police element TiiOILZEVICH had been 
assigied to him as on alter ego during the waking hours. In the 
presence of the escort it become iag>ossible for Subject to continue 
the kind of work he had done in petrograd. Subject, howevor, took 
advantage of ths confusion at the Moscow station during the de- 
monstration welcoming tho arrival of the British Trade Union 
delegates to shake his escort and boarded an outbound train. 

For some 6-7 days Subject made his way without coniro, until he 
finally presented himself and was escoxted back to Moscow. He 
explained that he had left lioscow because he desired to see on 
his own how life was progressing in the provinces under the new 
rcgimo. He was thereupon expelled from Rossia /gpril 1920.

33* In Novonber 1^5 tho tuceoto of A#B#0. wot greatly aided 
by the fact that the Kgyptoin Qovemnent ii^sed over noro 
stringent restrictions on elcndostino radio interception by local 
papers, with the reeult that tho A#B#0# , socure in its ogroonont 
with tho Ifiareoni, was being widely published by cU papers, side 
by side with Router, Havas and British Offieial; It was also 
cblo to supply the Italian *KILornalo d'Oriontes, which otherwiso, 
according to NDNXS, would have boon eonpletoly deprived of uxw

A.E.O. Isoailia aAX'ja loft In 193d, Anis OGUOUS In 1937 and 
ajmi, ZaMboni, kass;j), ajoRo, fahuI, ferrax, varza and osuAir 
in 1936. 

37* According to a report from tho Charge d'affalros in Cairo 
in Lay 1937, Subject enjoyed tho eonfidoneo of the press Attache 
at tho Geman Legation; Frits rinlter TIEtZ, who was also in 
charge of the loea^ brendh of tho D.N.B. Two reports were made 
by Subje^ to tho Italian Legation regarding eontordatic»d with 
TIKTZ* Tho firwi gayo tho infbmatlon that TIETZ hod watched 
nith Intorost the dovolopmont of A.E.O. and hod rocelTod ijw 
structions to eoUaborato in its work. He thought that in tho 
future thoro night be a possiblo chance of D.N.B. publishing nows 
'vdiich tho XtaLlons sishod distributed indirectly. Subject, said 
in his report that all Goman propaganda activities in the ^ddle 
East uoro pursuing a nogativo propaganda policy; l.e., rather 
than displaying the advantagos of Genton policy, they wore etton^^ting

The second, shorter, report glros information on tho methods 
adopted by tho Gormms regarding their funds for indlroet subsldios 
to tho press. Tho Gorman Chambers of Coomorco in Egypt and In the 
other Arab countrlos had tho job of centralising all tho money which 
was assigned annually by indnstrlalists, busincssmon, roprosontativos, 
shipping coippruiios, etc*, for publieity. ^le global sum was then put 
at the disposal of the head of the press and propagrjida offico, who 
arranged distribution only to those papers and reviews with which 
a provious agreement had boon reached. 
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No oxeeptions woro iiiDdo, TI3TZ told Subjoct that thio ojiton hod 
tho advontagoo not only of InorooBing Goman buslnoso, but thoy 
clao had a cortoln aum Xoft oror uhieh iraa usod for othor fomn 
of propaganda.

There is no doubt 
in the vrriteria mind that tho pctasagea in each work deroted to 
Subject <a alloged aubreraiTe work in EgTpt and the Bear East ware 
doaighed to f^low« him* The effect of the cq^arence of the 
statononte, oa indicated b7 Subjecta* filea, in tho Idniatvy, waa 
to start a ohoin*roactlon of unfaTorablo ccmnaiita and reprinta 
in^ all the anti*Italirn nnd noutrol arob proaa.

S.’*EVT Boy, ehlof of ccrocionyf ABDUUAH XZZET Bey, (son of IZZET 
Pasha, ox«4ilniatcr of Tibr), and liohamed All, heir proauagjtivo to 
tho throne. ICiZZOUKI was on good torma with all of these, plying 
them with docoratione (which Subject Insists la an integral re- 
quirement of any propaganda or intoUigonee program in tho Hoar 
East) and ay8g>athy.

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According to the documents > available Subject ms attacked as 
a renegade Jew by certain JevdslWiinti^faeeiet papers In Cairo 
TiiUe he was in Italy on leave in 1933, but without any eon-* 
8eq^enees• 

ItSm The investigation in Uay 1940, established that Subject’s 
mother ms in fact, of Jewish origin. It Is difficult to devine 
the precise netives for PAVOLIKI's action (subject cannot provide 
any explanation), or vdiat the outcome for Subject would have 
been if the war had not Intervened preslaely at this moasnt* 

The investigation eontinued, as indLeated by the documentation, 
into the fall and winter of 1940, without however, any action 
being taken fay the Klnlstxy. Ih an event, LDCIANZ, diief of the 
Personnel Section of the iilnlstry had by this point revealed the

Axmate, first to the Ufflclo I, then to the "Egypt Office", 
for the purpose of organizing his special broadcasts and inter- 
cept service.

51 . As of Oeeenber 1941 Subject was unexpectedly removed from 
tho Hinlstry of p^nilar Culture pay roll, (subject had been 
re-comadssioned with the rank of kajor for iks assignBent in 
Libya but until the end of 1941 he received from the Ulnistry 
of Popular Culture a salary of 4000 lire per month.) Allegedly 
the reason given for this was the fact that Subject was at the 
time' drawing pay sijaultaneously from ooro than one payroll. Ih 
fact, however, it le not difficult to trace this outeomo to the 
hostilities Subject had generated within the lUnletry, who took 
the BlSnCO episode as a green light* 

52. subject was sent in October 1941 to the Russian front on 
behalf of the propaganda office of the Army. In February 1942 
Subject was recalled to Rome for assignment by the General 
Staff to the KLnistry of Foreign Affairs for the handling of 
tho ;«rab leaders then in Rome. He worked thereafter at the 
HCentro Arebo» of the Klnletry of Foreign Affairs under Luigi 
a'lBRIELLI. the office aetually was headed by GU<iHM£SCKElU and 
Uberto UELUNI. Prom March 1942 to March 1943 he was in 
contact with all the iireb leaders in Rome. The MUFTI, KAILANI, 
Khnour DAOUD, Habib BOURGXBii, et. ol. All were aalntalnod in 
Roma at the expense of the Arab Ministry of Forelgh Affaires.

37* For seven days Subject romstlned with tho mission at Villa 
Haringnolo in Tunis* Then ho was taken under the escort of two 
^tlsh officers to a ecap at Kassar Said, vdiore he ^pbs placed 
in the infirmary so that ho could receive the most favourable 
treatment* iifter about two or three nonthe he was transferred 
(c* July) to a eanp at St* Joseph da Tibar (Suk-eX-Chenls coop)*

whoso brother had married (now divercod) an Italian woman* Both 
contaets were strictly social, Subjoet statos that ho loomed 
after his repatriation that KARRnll was working in tho Allied Hqs 
at Coserta, although ho has novor soon him* RDLO, ho statos, ho 
saw about a year ago, in the bar of the Grand Hotel, Rome* 

Subjoet rceogniied him from afar; ROLO did not soo Subjoet* 
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65* ProHxoiiiary obacrv&tlons on Subject's possible utility 
for intoUigonco work woro made in our JRX--3d41 of 17 July 1946^ 
p.'.ros 3j 4^ which roportod our decision to tcko him on in c 
consult ant s'* capacity* ft is hopod that tho foregoing dls«» 
oussion and tho ocsnonts to follow will aoko clear why this 
caso literally i<bogan in tho niddloN and woriced toward tho 
beginning* If Subject was indeed to be handled on a long 
range basis it was felt that the approach should not bo cut - 
end * dxdod but gradual end subordinated to tho building of 
confideneo and redproeal rospoct* 

66* A nuobor of tho dotcdls given in Subject U account of hli 
life should be notod for their isgxirtance in tho understanding 
of SUbJoet's personality and ootivations* Subject’s aiiddlo 
clcssj prbfessional Piodnontose origins oust bo token into eon* 
sidototioh as conditioning olomants in his critical, indopendoni 
outlook and conduct* Tho family was not rich nor noblo* It is 
saf o to assume thorof ore that their aspirations woro in this 
direction* Subject’s strong Monarchist convictions ore, in any 
cose, no systory* 

67* In reviewing Subject’s activity from the date of his 
marrlago, 1911, to tho present, one is stxuck by tho largo gaps 
in what might otherwise bo taken as noxmal in the family llfo 
of a man with a wifo and two daughtors* Ho was separated trm 
his wife and child throughout v;orld War I, rojoining them after 
tho war* Tho poxlod of ^^nozmal** family oxistoneo in tho aid^ 
twontios is broken in 1929 aftor the debacle la Csochoslovakla 
which saw Subject a broken laon, ‘ financially, by assignments in 
tho US, South ;jDQrica and 2gypt, during which his fraily romoinod 
at itlasslo* Following his repatriation in 1940 Subject novos 
successively to Libya, Russia and finally North Africa as a PH* 
Upon his return to Italy in 1945 bo again settles in Bono* Tho 
repetition of tho pattern suggests a sub-stratum of intra-family 
joal-^djustneat and dis-satlsfaetion* Tho break in contact with 
his brother since 1930 is an indication that there is tho tendency 
for these forces to carry ovor into intor-porsonol relations as 
woU* It is probable that tho of foot of tboso mal-adjustmonts 
vrLth other eloiaonts of Subjoet’s personality syndromo, has boon 
to itonsify the dynamic Tcy with which ho has nflxod» on and 
served oxtomal objects. Thus, his intonse nationalism, pojrti- 
clpatlon in physical aggressions (with which ho still sccuros 
vicarious association by tho carrying of a canc, which is moro 
than a moro walking aid with $ubJoot) and oxocutivc ability 
when confronted with a bloekod-out problom rolating to tho Oountry 
.'jid Party* 
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Tho fact that subject t a two daughters, ages 32 and 26 ro* 
^pcctiveljr, are not mcxrlod oaj bo rented to Subject unl«- 
formljr poor ria'uiclal atatui in rocont jecr^ and thus aorro to 
increase tho Intra-frinUy tonsiona, 

69* The Jeidah origin of Subject i a aiother, ^th tho ati^na 
thereto attached in Mesi cxvd lato-Foaciat doctrine, tho of foot 
of nhich Subject had coy^o opportunity to fool in tho in- 
vestigation Aountod against hiA in 1940-41, roa\iltod not in 
aifokening hia to underlying fallaeiea of the ideologlos eon- 
ceaned but in hia rejection of the jofA and all things Joidsh* 

As would be G3qf>octod ho has roiaod the noaoxy of his nether, 
cloorly indicated in aororol conToraationa, to tho point of 
veneration. 

70# ' It auat bo oophaaisod that Subject onti-Joidah foolinga 
are not aHiculated; In conversation he has never taicen a 
position in ohy way approaching that hold by the Nasi or Fascist 
raoiata, a ^ar indication that hia intellectual attoinmontS 
(and lindoubtedly tho unconadoua adodsalon that after aU ho 
too is of Jewish origin) ijqpoaoa a degree of dlscipling vdiich 
bars fanaticisBL on tho point. 

71. In Any case, it is felt that aubconscioualy. Subject >a 
strong pro- 4 krab foolinga may reprosont tho aublination of 
aggressive feoUnga tov.'ord the Jews. The fact of Subject *8 
part-Jewiah origin would thus add a degree of personal dyna- 
rnisA to a pro-Arab point of view which before tho war doxived 
also from tho fact that Fascist Italy's (tho '’nation' a”) 
interests wore consistontly Identified in a prppagandistic 
sonso with tho «irab cause# 

72. Subject's masonic eff illation and his attainment of tho 
highest degree of advancement with tho order is demonstration 
enough of Subject's Intolloctual end moral capacity. (His 
quostura record shows no evidoneo whatsoever of common criaos 
or misdemeanors of any nature.) A review of his life indicates 
however, that he has never derived any pensonent, if svon 
tcaqporary, personal advantage from his position in tho order* 
There is no doubt, on tho other hand, that hia affiliation 

has brought emotional compensations deriving from tho deferential 
association with foUoTMoembors who hold important posts in the 
government, tho vicarious pleasures of saml-conspiratorlal or^ 
gonization, otc. all of which it is door supercede money or 
material advantage in Subject's scale of values. 
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73* Subject 1 8 fidclit 7 to his masoidc affiliation eontlmod 
under Fascism it should bo notod^ dosplto Benito UUSSCXlNX’s 
personal s-intipathF to tho orders and their fowil liquidation. 

As Subject points out^ tho ropresslTO action takon b 7 Fascism 
'was mostly directed p^oinst tho Grand OrUnt (Paris ) Ucisonio 
affiliates^ mhercas tho Scottish Rite affiliates supported 
the Regime j ’ particularly because of its pressumed antl-Cousunist 
orientation, and thoroforo continued in oxistonee, numboring 
many pronlniont Fascist Hoirorchs among thdr momborship. 

74. Subject Is attitude toisard tho Vatican, despite his liasonic 
affiliation, is one of great votpoct^ Tho Soottish Rite 
philosophy is Thoistie in basis and posits faith os on ossontlal 
category. Thus it is possible for Subject to regard tho Vatican 
as the reprosentation of another faith idiich, gonoroll spooking, 
faces the some probloa of oodstance in tho modem world, os the 
Masonic order. 

75* The coniisuoma suceosslon in subject *s account of personal 
dlfforoncos with iqportcnt Party porsonalities is as striking 
as tho porsistont do<^ frioiklships which also appoor. Xt 
would seem howovor, that in no ease was Subjoct cror able to 
win over his supporters to tho peini that they would take the 
initlatlTo in forcing r. solution fovornblo to Subject against 
his detractors, the key to this phenomenon Is probably to bo 
found in Subject ts lndot.endfiD^ of ohametor, insistonco upon 
personal intogrlty and tho consoquont critical rolo ho ployed 
with his party friends as well as his party onealos* As a 
consoqucnco, oren tho fomor prbbably regarded him as a fool 
or with fear or envy, cTon wImd they osteoned him for his ixil- 
tiatlTo, personal courage and ability to dolivor-tho<-goods 
under pressure. 

76. Subject Is strong identification all of his life with 
nationalist symbols (and assoclatod concepts of the Hstrongi* 
state, subordination of the indlTidual) has resulted in a 
political outlook, Ydiioh whllo not pr^gatod with fanaticism 
or hostility for tho ideas of others, is thoroughly rcaetlonaxy 
in character. Coonunlsm ho regards as tho groat throat to 
modem ciTlXisation. TThile Subjoct does not beliovo a ro- 
storation of the Fascist rogino os it existed before the war, 
it is dear that ho regards tho philosophy os having boon bo> 
trayed by the men, UJS5CLINI as having boon betrayed Into 
making a war ho never wanted, etc. Ho to^ an active port in 
the kasonic efforts to orgoniso pro-Monorehlst support in 
lk>rth Italy before tho Juno elections (see JRX-3175)* 
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77« Fundoaentally, howorop, Subjact, Uko aany doctrinairopj 
though ft profosslng cntl-doooerst, inplats yxpon liberty of por- 
•onal action for himsolT. In the pa«t he haa rosolvod the con- 
tradiction, whether by doaign or not, by finding tho locua for 
tho outlet of hia aggresalTo nationoliat f eelinga, in a foreign 
country (l.e* Auatria-^tungary, Csoehoalovakia, USA, South 
Aiaerica, and Egypt) whoro ho onjoyod rolativoly full poraonal 
ft^odott while ho d^onded and proiaed tho roatrictiro ayateS^of 
hia country* 

7d* Subject ta doaaiora boar wltnoaa to tho fact that in all tho 
aaaignoenta undcztakon hia eocoeution waa auporlor and in acao 
eaaoa, beyond the call of duty, 

79« Aa rogarda tho quoation of hia participation in Italian 
oapiofiAgo, aftor tho mmarf nr.tion of all arailablo ovidoneo wo 
oro not inclinod to modify our agrooaont with tho UI 5 Judgoaont 
(XX-II 5 I 5 of 5 ApiH 1946} that Subjoot, in hia paat actiwitioa 
haa boon in the firat inataneo a propagaadiat rather than an liw 
tcUigcnco agont* 

SO, Subject ia now 60 yoara old and in tho viow of tho writer 
haa paaaod tho peak achicrod during hia atay in Egypt from 1935 
to 1940 wbon ho worked under Ideal circunatancoa in viow of tho 
psychological and poraonality coav>ononta above diaeuaaod, Nono- 
tholoaa, ho ^tas retained froii this porlod nn extraordinary nuobor 
of contacts with all tho ;»rab loaders nono of Which can bo ox- - 
ploitod by Italy now or in tho noar future. More than contacts, 
aa doaonatrated by Subject (a handling of tho arab Dologation to 
the Holy See, he haa tholr eonfidonco and trust, 

fill i^or roaaona clearly indicated in hia account. Subject could 
novor collaborated with tho British, although it is eortain that 
hia social contacts with then would never bo prejudiced by this 
fooling, ijt regards the French, it is oxeluded that ho could 
servo tho intorosts of a power which ho regards as having boon 
illegitimately advanced at tho expense of his own country. Tho 
oYorall Slav (a nationalist coneoption) — CoBmunist (and 
ideological front, serving Russian power intorcsts) THRE.iT is 
tho doninating strain in hia thinking. Ho regards it os im- 
possible to f aeo in Italian doncatic polities as organlxod at 
prosont without strong sui^port from tho outaido. Ho aooa tho 
only possibility of this support from tho US, 
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‘To fool that it 1b In oonnoctlon idth this throat, or prosunod 
such in tho Noar and liCLddlo Sast that wo can best uso and control 
Subject. Tho major pioblom in tho operation now and In tho 
future will bo to kcop hlja xfixod** on tho Noex Eastom rathor 
than the domostic ospoets of doTclppmonts* At all tiaea ovon 
the suggoBtlon of a quid-pro-quo on tho basis of support for 
rocetionarx achcjies on tho donostlo front must bo firmly nogo- 
tivod to oTold tho inovltablo dlsUlusion end souring on all 
espoets of tho work, which would follow inability to bcek up 
pronisos.
